In the case of Felfe, who al­ 
ways look es as if he had sp ent 
a p revious life as a wolf, he 
was a double agnet work ing for 
the KGB inside the West Ger­ 
man Federal intelligence Serv­ 
ice, the BND. 
At the end of the war Felfe, 
a p rofessional Nazi, was chief 
of the Gestap o headquarters in 
Salzburg, Austria.

When Sup reme Court JasUce Abe E arns was 
named by I‘resident Johnson to the nation’s highest 
judicial office—chief justice of the United States— 
those 
w1k> cried nay were subject to a whisp ering 
c amp aign that their op p osition was based on anti- 
Serrutism. This tactic almost saved the day for 
Mr. Justice Fortas—but not quite. 


The recent disclosure that Justic Fortas ac­ 
cep ted $20.000 from the Wolf son Family Founda­ 
tion. at a time when I/mis Wolf son was under 
Indictment for stock fraud—and the added fact that 
it was not until 11 months later that Mr. Fortas 
returned the money under somewhat dubious cir­ 
cumstances—vuidicatcxl tiie judgments of those who 


refused to confirm him 


It wil be recalled that at the time the con­ 
troversy was raging over the chief justice ap ­ 
p ointment, there was another startling disclosure. 
.Mr. Fortas. it was ihseovered. had accep ted a 
$15.000 honorarium for some talk s in Texas—the 
money being raised by clients of his former law 


firm. 


These two cases would seem to indicate that, 
whatever his legal astuteness and his abilities as 
a jurist. Mr. Fortas has never quite understood 
the p osition of the Sup reme Court in American 
society, or the strict ethical standards which every 
justice must ap p ly to himselt. Ihe high court has 


frequently been under fire for mak ing controvert 
Mai decisions, but in my lifetime it has never been 
accused oi ethical laxness. 


The question is. “Why ha> Mr. Fortas been so 
free and easy m the accep tance of fees and hon­ 
orariums?’ True, his income as a p racticing at­ 


to rney m the law firm of what was Arnold, Porter 
& F ortas. co nsiderably exceeded what he is mak ing 
on the Sup reme Court today. But he was aware of 
what his 
salary would be when he accep ted an 
associate justiceship . It would be my guess that 
.Mr. Fortas ho nestly can see no wrong in what he 
did and cannot belieie that accep tance of $20.000 
from sources closed to a man 
in need of p owerful 
friends in no way involved the court’s integrity. 


Mr. F'orta.s came lrom a tough school of the 
law. He was at once a p racticing attorney and a 
behind-the-scenes op erator for President Johnson 
and others. In this atmosp here of p olitical huck - 


not have left his ethical sensibilities untouched. An 
unrelated story, ap p earing in Wednesday's Wash­ 
ington Post, may be an index to what T mean.

But they gav e it heav y 
suppo rt when, at o ne swo o p,

The truth is the McCarthy 
p eop le k new so little of the

The 
senator’s aides on the road of­ 
ten sp ent hours trying to come 
up with exp lanations to offer 
the traveling national p ress.

rules in the middle o f the 
game. They gav e this the la­ 
bel o f “ refo rm,” but its real 
purpo se was simply to get 
McCarthy mo re delegates in 
19 68. 


It is brutal but accurate to 
say that the McCarthy forces 
tried to use their unfairness cry 
as a substitute for the hard 
w’ork of delegate-hustling. Mc­ 
Carthy’s own adherents concede 
today that he and his p eop le 
mounted no real delegate effort 
in the final twro months of the 
camp aign. They sought to win 


at the nogotiating table what 
they did not even try to tak e 
on the battlefield. 


As p art of their effort to 
“p syche” their way to victory, 
some McCarthy leaders boldly 
misrep resented McCarthy's p er­ 
formance in the p rimaries. He 
lost six of the eight in which he 
had comp etition, and in four ran 
behind Lyndon Johnson or a 
p ro-administration slate. 


Worse, these leaders tried at 
the end to p retend that McCar­ 
thy’s p rimary votes could legiti­ 
mately be combined with the 
late Robert Kennedy’s to indi­ 
cate a huge anti-administration 
vote. 


Yet it w’as d e a r that much 
of their vote came to them as 
the only active comp etitors in 
the field and that McCarthy got 
tens of thousands of votes which 
were more anti-Kennedy than 
anti-Johnson.
